FIELD DAY “PMRC STYLE” 


“Once a year, hams across the U.S. and 
Canada pack up their portable and emer- 
gency gear and head for the field (or a 
mountain top), set up stations and try to 
contact as many other similar groups as 
possible over a 27-hour period... Field Day 
is an emergency preparedness exercise that 
encourages maintenance of portable com- 
munications, and development of operating 
skills under difficult conditions.” (June ’81 
QST) 

That’s the official way to do it, not the 
Phil-Mont way! 

Many clubs work on FD preparations 
for months in advance, then spend count- 
less man hours on FD erecting tents, towers 
and antennas; braving heat, wind, rain and 
bugs, getting their station ready for the 
year’s biggest amateur event. 

Not Phil-Mont! 

Late Saturday afternoon, June 27, the 
advance FD party, led by N3ADI and 
WB3KAC, made the trek to the second 
floor of The Franklin Institute. Their gear 
included all of the vital elements necessary 
for the operation of a Class ‘D’ station...
